Both BrunouKalnina 
and Jo^n^SyfttMela^ vere invited to the Congress, were seated 1 on the 
stage^ wiiH/tKeoffiwr" foreign guests, and their respective flags were dis- 
played at the Congress. At the opening. Prime Minister Er lander we loomed 
the guests, naming each, and assured the exiles that Sweden would always 
give its protection to those who had to flee their homeland for political 
reasons* A clipping of Xrlander’e remarks is attached (Attachment A).
